When 
the gas pocket was struck laat May 
tho result was a tjrlOc explosion that 
blew the derrick Trj> pieces and -burned 
what was left, the torch of burning

200 feet high. This flame was extin- 
guished by the combined steam power 
furnished by a half doten large boilers, 
but tho extinguishment of tho flama 
did not stop the gas. which contin-
